While in high school he wrote the Senior class play of 
1912, named “A Count of No Account." Upon leaving high school he entered the 
University of Michigan from which he graduated in 1916. 

After he left the University, he appeared with Sothern and Marlowe for some 
time. He played a minor part, as writing plays was his main occupation. Later he 
played with the Stuart Walker Company in “Only 38", in which he played the role of 
the bashful college boy. 


About a year ago “Hospitality” appeared. This was chosen by the Equity 
Theatre (Actors Equity Association) to be the second play produced by them at their 
new 48th St. theatre. Some of the Noted Critics have given a very favorable opinion 
of “Hospitality”. Charles Darnton, one of these, in an article in the New York 
World says, “If the Equity Players keep on giving plays like "Hospitality", they may 
not make tons of money but they will make a reputation for doing things worth- 
while and doing them uncommonly well. Had they started with Leon Cuuningham's 
thoroughly real American play instead of that Spanish shamdango, “Malvaloca”’, they 
probably would by now be well along the road to fame." 

His latest play is "Neighbors." Fay King in the New York Evening Journal 
says, "The Equity Players Inc., are presenting a clever little play called ‘Neighbors’ 
by Leon Cunningham, at the 48th St. Theatre,” and adds, “It is an American 
Comedy.” 


The following is the letter received from him in reply to a request by one of the 
Alumni Editors for an article for the Lantern.

Mr. Frederick Sommers, 

Student Lantern, 

Saginaw, Mich., 

My Dear Frederick :— 


Here’s a letter for you, such as it is. Publish or bury it, just as you 
see fit. However, if you want me to write something for your “Student 
Lantern” because you, as you put it, “would appreciate very much 
something from an alumnus who has already done some remarkable 
things” why of course, what can one do? Who would fail to respond 
to such an appeal as that, I wonder. Something tells me you are going 
to be a great politician some day. 

Im afraid I haven't anything very interesting to offer by way of 
an article. I always think of my own days at the Saginaw High School 
rather wistfully. I shall not forget it in a hurry how much fun it was 
producing that farce of mine called *A Count of No Account." That 
was with the class of 1912. "They even let me act in it. That made it 
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doubly interesting, for at heart I believe I'm an actor even more than а 
playwright. 

It's a great life trying to live by writing plays if one has just the 
constitution for it. May I be allowed to suggest roughly what seems to 
me the peculiar qualification that might make it so? Perhaps there 
are several embryonic playwrights in our high school this moment who 
will recognize the signs. 

Broadly speaking, I should put down the major requirement of an 
aspiring playwright as a subtle combination ................................... of the soul 
of a poet and the hide of a rhinocerus. Not that I’m even sure of po- 
sessing those desired traits myself but at least experience has pointed 
to their utter necessity. It is of course necessary to be sensitive enough 
to be able to copy life accurately in the form of dramatic dialogue. It 
is necessary to be thick-skinned enough to watch calmly and profitably 
the process of production as it passes through its five different kinds 
of treatment in the hands of the manager, the director, the actor, the 
audience and—quo usque tandem abutere Catalina patientia nostra 
(see Miss Barnard if necessary)——the critics. 

I wish I had some golden rule to set forth that would insure a suc- 
cessful play, or even an effective one. That would indeed make a splen- 
did article. The best I can offer by way of advice to any of those of you 
who might wish some day to try finding it is simply to be sure first you 
possess those two simple but indispensable qualities—the soul of a poet 
and the hide of а rhinocerus. If you have that combination along with 
a desire which can live through failure as readily as success, nothing 
can stop you. You are probably the one who will write the great Amer- 
ican drama.
